CLEVER ROGUES TAP RACE RE.

NEW YORK, July 6—For the first
time in several years real wire tappers
were suceessful in defrauding bettors in
many parts of the country. The wire
leading into the race track at Windson
Ontario, was tapped. the correct infor-
mation withheld, and false winuers were
semt to New York, which is a betting
distributing point.

It is estimated that from 260,000 to
£100,000 was won on the second race by
agents of the tappers, A great deal of
this money was sent back on a horse in
the thind race.

laid bare. Something like $10,000 was
won by the swindlers in New York on
the second race, and how much of this
went back on the third race is not
known, although it is likely that a con-
siderable part of this amount wa: wag-
ered.
